This danger was pointed out at the 
convention of the Knights of Pythias 
just held in the city of Oakland, sev- 
eral prominent members of the organ- 
ization denouncing the proposition, 
and none defending it.

SEVEN KILLED, MANY 
INJURED IN CAR WRECK 


U.R.R. Street Car Loaded With Iron- 
Runs Wild Down Hill and Overturns 


° 
San Francisco.—In one of the worst- 
street car accidents San F ancisco has 


experienced, seven lives were shuffled cut 


and at least two score persons were in- 
jured, many of them seriously, when a 
United Railroads car loaded with iron 
workers ran wild down the hill on Gel- 
bridge street and overturned on the 
curve at the corner of Schwerin street at 
6:30 o’clock last Saturday morning. 

Four dead bodies were taken from be- 
neath the wrecked car by the police and 
emergency hospital men, and three men 
died in the ambulance before they reach- 
ed the operating tables. 

As the wreck occurred just over the 
county line in San Mateo county the San 
Mateo authorities will handle the case. 

Rumors were: rife at the scene of the 
accident that a passenger had been tak- 
ing the place of the motorman when the 
car ran wild on the hill. Thif was de-

It is admitted that the car was in 
charge of a single operative, George W.

That there were at least 120 passengers 
on the car, the greater number of them 
workmen of the Schaw-Batcher yards is 
the statement of Captain Duncan Mathe- 
son, who arrived on the scene shortly 
after the disaster. 

“The charge is made,” said Mathe- 
son, ‘that the man in charge of the car 
was in the habit of permitting a passen- 
ger to operate the car while he collect- 
ed the fares.

Why Ships Are Sunk. 

Torpedoed merchant vessels are not 
sunk by extensive damage of the ship 
structure, is the view of a committee 
of the British Institution of Naval 
Architects, but because watertight 
compartments are not’ watertight. 
Plating and riveting are net disturbed 
over large areas, while bulkheads are 
not burst in by water pressure. Three 
causes explain many losses—bulkhead 
doors too low down to be closed after 
explosion, flooding of closed compart- 
ments through fractured suction pipes, 
and penetrating of bulkheads by flying 
rivets and other fragments of stecl.

(b) Charge that Belgium had violated 
her own neutrality by concluding mili- 
tary conventions with England in 1905 
and 1912 directed against Germany. 

This claim is based on a willful mis- 
interpretation of documegts in the Bel- 
gian military archives. In view of the 
fact that Gerlnany’s strategic railways 
and her openly discuased military plans 
contemplated an attack on France 
through Belgium, the latjer State was 
clearly within her rights in discussing 
measures which admittedly would only 
be taken in case of German attack upon 
her —(Collected Diplomatic Documents, 
Pp. 350-367.) :

(a) Earth roads, when _ properly 
maintained, are satisfactory -in dry 
weather for a Hght volume of. all 
kinds of highway traffic. 

(b) Sand-clay roads are the same 
as ecurth roads, except that the sur- 
facing material has been selected care- 
fully with a view to increasing the | 
stability of the surface in both wet 
and dry weather. They are satisfac- 
tory for a moderate traffic of horse- | 
drawn vehicles and a light traffic of | 
automobties.
